It was
resewed the pext morning and after re-
peated and (iuitless offorts to carry the
Turkiali entrencliments, the TRuassinos
abandoned the fleld, retresting towards
the Danube utterly decimated and defeat-
pd, with a loss of 7,000 killed and 15,000
wounded. Although this erushing defeat
je not frreparable, it isstill a severe blow,
and has caused the Russian Czar to order
175,000 additional troops to procced to the
Danube. It disarranges the Russian plan
of eampaign and gives lie Tuiks time to
jucrease and strengthen their army.
Plevna is not gunite half way fiom the
Danabe to the Balkan monutaing, x most
formidable obstagle in the march of the
Russians, and over one of the narrow pas.
